- up my way, and excluding all hope of pro-— 

gress. But I was still led to look at this 
obstacle with a sincere desire, I believe, for | 
its removal. | 
-“While in this” state of mind, a friend | 
solicited me to converse with a minister of | 
much experience and high reputation for | 
learning, I visited him in his study, and 
was cordially invited to make known my 

feelings, with the promise of such assistance 
ashe could render. I then asked, if. he | 
could explain to me how God could be the | 
ever-present ever-active sovereign of 
all things, controlling and directing matter 
aud spirit, and man be left free in his ways 
and choice, and responsible for all his ac- 
tious. Hereplied, that he thonght he could 
explain and remove this difficulty; and com- 
menced a course of argument and ilustra- | 
tion, the peculiat mode and nature of which | 
L have now forgotten, but in which my un- | 
trained mind soou became utterly lost and | 
confused, asin a labyrinth. And when, | 
after his remarks had been extended many 
minutes, he paused, and asked if I now ap- | 


prehended the matter; I felt obliged to | 
coutess to him that I did not understand 
anything about it. He then (without 
discourtesy, however,) intimated that my | 
mind was not capable of a good logical de-. 

_ duetion of that nature; and I retired some- | 
—what mortified, and in much doubt wheth- | 
er the fault was in myself, the subject, or , 
the reasoning I had heard. : 
“A short time after this, I called upon | 
another well-known minister, who had in- | 
vited any to visit him who were desirous of | 
conversing on religious subjects. After a | 
little couversation, I repeated the same 
question that I had before addressed to the 
other minister, adding that I had been told 
that it could be clearly explained, and ask- 

, tae him if he could thus explain it to me. 
After a moment’s pause he made this reply, | 
any other man that ever lived. 
If any man says he can explain that, he . 
says what is not true’ This short and. 
somewhat abrupt answer, spoken with great | 
emphasis, produced @ remarkable effeet up- | 
on my mind. A sense of the incomprehen- 
sibility of God seemed to burst upon me 
with great power. His doctrines now ap- 
peared’ to me as parts of His Ways, and

Feeling on a Battle Field. 
The Crimea correspondent of the New 
York Sun, writing from Balaklava, gives, 


from the experience of a wounded French-. 


man, an opinion with regard to that which 
is felt by the soldier in time of conflict, 
which is something as follows: 

“Before the battle begins, it is usual to 
feel no little tremor, and many cheeks which 
are known to be in communication with 
stout hearts, blanch visibly.. As the con- 
flict becomes imminent, courage returns, 
and with the first flow of blood, an enthu- 
siasm is raised which constantly increases, 
and very seldom flags in the least until the 
last shot is fired. The effect of seeing a 
comrade shot down is generally to excite 
an unappeasable thirst for vengeance 
against the foe, though in the end one ‘gets 
used to it.’ When wounded less than mor- 
tally, it is not usual for the soldier to be 
immediately aware of the fact, unless bones 
aré broken. A sabre may be run through 
any fleshy part of the body, and even a 
bullet lodge iw’a dangerous’ proximity to 
the vitals, and he for some time be_ totally 
unconscious of even a scratch. When life 
is taken by a single blow, the effect is va- 


ried with the nature of the wound as well . 
as with the temperament of the man— 


Sometimes the poor fellow will leap high in 
the air, giving a piercing scream.-and again 
he will lie down quietly. Oftener, howev-- 
er, he simply falls dead wiftiout a struggle.

Ah, bet- 
ter be honest and fear not any eye. If discovery 
do not come the constraint is intolerable. 

To try and wall up our own conduct and char-

proved their self- “imprisonment so intolerable that 
they have burst its iron gratipg and found con- 
fession and death a relief. ‘The heart, the soul ; 

life must. circulate freely among men, and com 
mand respect there, as well as the limbs be free. 
The free “man is ove who has no walls to build 
and keep repaired between his inner self and the 
eye of men. He has nothing to hide. His deeds 


may be, some of them, indefensible, but they are. 


the expression of himself—-now impulsive,, not 
always magnanimous, yet the advancing rounds 
on the ladder by which he climbs to heaven. If 
there were no reward for obedience to wholesome 
laws, tov temperance and virtue, it were far easier 
aud better than to bear the constraint of hiding 


our own conduct from a world that judges accor- 


ding toour convictions and to run therisk always 
of the confusion of maneenry.

The vote for Supreme Judge at the recent 
elections in this State, teaches a lesson’ both to 
parties and public officers.

If men choose to 
violate the laws of morality, they better not seek 
the publicity and responsibility of official posi- 
tion. There is a responsibility attaching to of- 
fice bearing which few men weigh. The officer 
is the minister of God ; the minister of his jus- 
the proncher is of hie mercy. Formerly, 
in Moses’ time, both these offices resided in one 
person. We know why it isa less solemn 
thing to administer Heaven's justice than to pro- 
claim Heaven's mercy. We believe in the Di- 
vine right of Kings, though notin the Divine 
right of certain men to be kings. And so we 
believe in the Divine right of magistrates and 
governors.

Yankee Jim's Sept. 16th 1855 

A ride from Sacramento over the Plains te 
wards Yankee Jim’s is characterized by nothing 
peculiar from one in any other direction. Yet 
we could but notice, as at other times when from 
mouth to month we have passed along, a sevsible 
improvement, in the appearance of the houses, in 
the number of the families, and, in general, every- 
thing which pertains to a permanent population, 
There is apparently more and more attention 


paid to the dvor-yard, to pickets around the 


dwellings, to shades along the front, to ditches 
and fenees dividing the farm. Finer gardens are 
cultivated, better waiks are constructed, deeper 
wells are dug, and often excellent hydraulic fix- 
tures ure found, supptying good or even beauti- 
ful fountains for the kitchen, the washroom, and 
the road. As we entered the lower mountain, a 
pleasant mining region lay before us, well cover 


ed with trees and extending along a small stream 


called Secret Ravine, though no ravine was to 
be discovered. appeared a wide valley with 
low hills on each side, ‘The whole surface scem- 
ed cither worked or susceptible of being worked 
with remarkable uniformity. The yield is not 
great, ouly from two to five dollars the day, just 
suflicient tu render it, with other advantages, an 
excellent location for families who wish to settle 
down and make mining a regular business for 
life, satisifed with an independence. 

After leaving this region some four miles in 
extent, We saw no more mining for eight or nine 
miles till we came to Auburn. ‘This is a cousid- 
erable town, the county seat of Placer County, 
and, is a fair mining region. The place was re- 
cently burned, but is now building up rapidly 
and in & better style than before, Some tive 
miles to the east of Auburn; we came to the cross- 
ing of the North Fork of the American river, by 
a road worked into, and down the steep moun- 
tain side at an immense expense, and where few 
would think the thing possible if it had not been 
done. ‘The descent is hear sixteen hundred tect, 
the road turning and winding zigzay down where 
it would be dificult for a footman to maintain 
his hold if descending in a direct .ecourse. At 
leng ththe river is reached in its narrow bed and 
crossed, when at once the ascent is commenced 
which is as steep and difficult as the opposite de- 
scent. This road, is a credit to the enterprise 
and energy of a few men composing oa Amer 
Fork ‘Turnpike Co. 


For some eighteen miles along the high ridge, 
we saw no mining again, though we were told at 
different locations good prgspects are found to 
an indeterminate extent, but want of water pre- 
vents working.

Washington's Tents. 

The following account, with which the 
venerable George V ashington Park Custis 
furnishes the National Intelligencer, of the 
two tents of General Washington, will in- 
terest ourreaders. We learn it is the 
of Mr. Custis, in whose possession, at -Ar- 
lington House, these venerated relics have 
been for half a century, to bequeath them to 
the nation, to be preserved amid the military 
archives at the seat of government. There 
were two tents, or rather marquees, attach- 
ed to the bags of the Commander-in- 
Chief during the revolutionary war. The 
larger, which can dine about forty persons, 
formed the banqueting hall for the grand 
banquet given by Washington to the offi- 
cers of the three armies after the surrender 
of Yorktown, when the victor made the 
feast, and the vanquished were his guests. 
The smaller or sleeping tent has a his- 
tory of touching, peculiar interest -attached 
to it, as related by Col. John Nicholas, of 
Virginia, an officer of the Life Guard. He 
said that although the head quarters were 
generally in a house, yet he ath rays pitched 
the smaller tent in the yard, or immediately 
adjacent to the quarters, and to this tent 
the chief was in the constant habit of re- 
tiring to write his dispatches. His orders 
to the officer of the guard were: “Let me 
not be disturbed; when I have completed 
my dispatches I will come out myself.” Let 
the express be mounted and be in waiting. 
Often would a courier arrive, “bloody aud 
spurring,” and shouting: ‘‘ Dispatches from 
General ——— to the Commander-in-Chiet.” 
Often the travel-soiled courier would have 
time to breathe a little after a desperate 
ride, till, parting the door-folds of the tent, 


would appear the man of mighty labors, 


the dispatches ready. sealed-in his hand. 
From within these venerable cunvas walls 
emenated(the momentous dispatches that 
guided the destinies of our country in the 
most awful periods of our struggle for in- 
dependence. -[he tents were originally made 
in Philadelphia, in August, 1775, under the 
direction of Captain Moulder, of the rev- 
olution. They were first pitched on the 
heights of Cambridge, in 1775, and are now 
preserved in the portmanteau in which they 
were carried during the whole of the war 
for independence, 


“The Impressions of Childhood. 


I was recently very. much interested in 
the remarks of a Christian mother, in re- 
gard to the early influence of wothers upon 
their children, She said, “I cannot under- 
stand how mothers can feel happy in being 
away from their children so much as they 
sometimes are,—they are losing so much 
time; they lose so mucit of the early lives 
of their children; they are losing so much 
precious influence. It seems to me very 
important that mothers should be constant- 
ly with their children, especially their boys. 
They acquire a hold upon their affections 
then which could never be gaihed after- 
ward, and if it is ouce gained that influence 
can never be lost.” 

These were the words of a devoted and 
successful Christian mother. One of her 
sons isa member of a Theological institu- 
tion, and is intending to become a mission- 
ary of the Cross His uncommon talent, 
aud his earnest picty will make him emi- 
nently useful in whatever part of the world 
he may be called to labor. The second 
son isa member of college, of superior schol- 
arship and exemplary piety. The daugh- 
ter isa girl of uncommon loveliness, and 
her Christian character is one of rare beau- 
ty and maturity. I was never more struck 
with the power of a mother’s influence and 
example, than when I first heard her eldest 
son lead in prayer. The whole manner— 
every inflection of his voicé—was precisely 
that of his mother. He had caught aot 
only his mgther’s spirit, but the very tones 
of her voice. For her prayers and labors, 
for ber self-lenial and devotion, this moth- 
er is certainly richly rewarded. In that 
day, when the Lord of Hosts shall make 
up his jewels, will she net be able to say, 
“Here am [, and the children which God 
hath given me?”—WV. Y. “vangelist.

ser class of Cyprians—have low foreheuds. 
But nature, a higher authority, has distin- 
guished the fairest of the sex in the same 
way ; and foolishly preverse are they who 
would make themselves anew in the hope 
of improvement.— Boston Post.
